AUCKLAND (Asia Pacific Report/Pacific Media Watch): The Australian 
Broadcasting Corporationis cutback in services to the Asia-Pacific 
region has iweakened the thin linki that many parts of the region 
have with the ioutside worldi, says the Pacific Media Centre. 


In a public submission to the government review of broadcasting to 
the region, the PMC said that the situation had impelled Radio New 
Zealand to istretch their resources to do more, to émake upi for 
what has been removedi. 


The ABC switched off shortwave services to the region in 2017. Calling 
for the ABC to restore services, the PMC said iAustralian broadcasting 
from the South Pacific is a sorry loss to people and cultures fA as 
we know them well from the accumulation of studies and from our own 


media production exercises at this centrei. 


The PMC at Auckland University of Technology publishes the independent 
Asia Pacific Report, Pacific Media Watch freedom monitoring service, 
Pacific Journalism Review and other publications. AUTis radio major 
coordinator in the School of Communication Studies, Dr Matt Mollgaard, 
stresses the importance of broadcasting services from countries such 
as Australia and New Zealand to the South Pacific. 


i[Broadcasters] help to strengthen local media outlets in the Islands, 
further enhancing democratic developments in the region,i Dr Mollgaard 
said in his PJR research paper cited by the PMC submission. He said 
broadcasting services like RNZ Pacific and Radio Australia were prime 
examples of upholding media freedom and encouraging democratic life. 
The PMC submission was prepared by director Professor David Robie 

and centre research associate and PJR editorial board member Dr Lee 


Duffield. 


Restoration of Radio Australia services and other ABC services that 
may be made accessible in the South Pacific region, would be ihighly 
positivei, said the submission. 


iIt would be most widely welcomed in the island countries, valued, 
and made good use of as in the past, with assuredly benefits to the 
originating media service and to Australian interests.i 


The review is looking at the reach of Australiais media in the 
Asia-Pacific region and if shortwave radio has become an outdated 
technology. 


The submission period closed on August 3 and the review of Australian 
broadcasting services is currently underway. 

Public submissions have been overwhelmingly in favour of restoration 
of services.

China has blocked access to the website of Australia's national 
broadcaster for breaching Beijing's internet rules and regulations, 
ABC said on Monday. 


It comes a year after the Australian Broadcasting Corporation began 
running a Chinese-language service. 


ABC said access to its website and apps was blocked on August 22 
and it has since been trying to find out why. 


After repeated requests for clarification, an official from China's 
Office of the Central Cyberspace Affairs Commission dictated a 
statement to the broadcaster. 


"We welcome internet enterprises from all over the world to provide 
good information to the netizens of China," said the official, who 


declined to give his name, according to ABC. 


"However, state cyber sovereignty rights shall be maintained towards 


some overseas websites violating China's laws and regulations." 


The official said these included websites "spreading rumours, 
pornographic information, gambling, violent terrorism and some other 
illegal harmful information which will endanger state security and 
damage national pride". 


ABC said it had not been told what laws it had violated or which 
content sparked the ban. 


However, ties between Canberra and Beijing have been strained 
recently over allegations that China is interfering in Australia's 
domestic politics and using donations to gain access. 


The claims infuriated China, which has dismissed local media stories 
-- including by ABC -- about infiltration as hysteria and paranoia. 


The ABC also recently reported on Beijing's push into the Pacific 
through "soft diplomacy", which Australia and New Zealand fear could 
potentially upset the strategic balance in the region.

Charles Cutts told the Star that three large, for-profit corporations 
have recently approached and expressed an interest in some sort of 
business relationship with the station.

Talks with one of the corporations were general, Cutts said, while 
the other two corporations expressed interest in speaking further 
about some sort of business deal, he added. 


iWe have assets and maybe we can help each other,i Cutts said, 
declining to name the corporations the station has spoken to. 


Any conversations must bear in mind the fact the station operates 
its radio licence as a not-for-profit, Cutts said. 


But these discussions must take place because Jazz.FM, a small 
outfit with a $4.5-million annual budget and 143,000 daily listeners, 
needs to explore a more viable business model, Cutts said.

Jazz.FM has recently launched a strategic review of its operation, 
and part of that process is looking at ioptions in the marketplace,i 
board chair David McGown said in an interview. The review will report 
back to the board in the coming months with recommendations on moving 
toward ifinancial sustainability,i he said. 


But Fridayis noisy AGM came as Jazz.FM faces controversy on several 
fronts. In the spring, a group of 13 former and current employees 
called ithe Collectivei wrote a letter to the board accusing Porter, 
who was CEO and president, of sexually inappropriate behaviour and 


bullying. The group blamed a senior manager and some members of the 
board for supporting Porteris behaviour. 


After the May completion of an independent review struck to look 
into the complaint, Porter resigned his management position. 


And this week Garvia Bailey, a former Jazz.FM morning host, filed a 
$420,000 lawsuit against the station, claiming she was effectively 
terminated for being part of the groupis complaint against Porter. 


Porter says the groupis allegations against him are fabricated or 
stem from incidents that have been taken out of context.

During Fridayis meeting, in the offices of the downtown law firm 
that Jazz.FM retains, several of the nearly 100 people who turned up, 
including 70 donor-listeners, called for all the stationis board of 
directors to step aside. 


Part of the reason for the meeting was to vote on two names nominated 
to fill board vacancies, as well as vote on extending the terms of 
three other board members whose terms are expiring, including McGown, 
the chair. 


The meeting came amid an effort over the past few weeks by a group 
of donors, led by major donor Marie Slaight 6 daughter of Canadian 
billionaire media baron Allan Slaight 6 to put forward a list of new 
names to replace the entire board. But the attempt to have Slaight 
and members of her group, or anyone else new, join the board was 
thwarted Friday, to howls of protest from several donors in the room. 


According to Jazz.FMis bylaws, anyone interested in submitting their 
name to join the board had to do so 10 days before the meeting. 


The boardis lawyer informed members that the board had the names of 
460 people who had given proxies supporting the Jazz.FM nominees 6

Earlier this week, Slaight returned to Australia, where she lives. She 


has indicated to Jazz.FM that she no longer wants to be on the board, 
and only wants whatis best for the station.

The station says it has a database containing details of donorsi 
preferred means of communication. Of the roughly 2,000 donors, 
1,800 received notice Aug. 21 about the AGM and board nominees, 
and 200 members were notified by that date by regular mail.

Policy, Rada national security and defense committee, National TV 
and Radio Broadcasting Council, and Security Service of Ukraine 

had developed and implemented the system to block anti-Ukrainian 
broadcasts in the war area. "We will protect Ukrainians from the 
‘information poison' coming from the Russian Federation," Poroshenko 
said, emphasizing the importance of Thursday's decision made by

9570, Sept 3 at 0056, relay of CRI English with LL: Chinese, 
disposable hour-ending fragment. Unusually, also has ACI from Cuban 
jamming against vacant Marti frequency 9565, inevitable even with 
9570-USB tuning. Cubans vs. Cubans! 


6100, Sept 3 at 0557, RHC English seems off, or it may be the JBA 
carrier, incomparable to others: 6165 S9+10+, 6060 S9+20/30, 6000 
S$9+10. 


6165, 6100, 6060, 6000, Sept 5 at 0545, all four RHC English 
frequencies with good strength and modulation!!! At last an 
opportunity to say something’s not wrong! 


Until 0549 when I notice all four have dropped to dead air, still at 
0552, when the Cuban Fifth, 5040 is, too. Something's always wrong

For fun at 0453 I also tried 1180 to // the music, but the 
only QRM to the echoey Rebeldeblast was English, probably WHAM. 


11860, the new Marti frequency at 14-22, colliding head-on with 

RHC after 1930, is also supposedly employed in the nightmiddle at 
07-10 according to Ivo. During awake chex at 0704 & 0915 Aug 30, 

it is inaudible, but hardly expected to propagate here or there. OCB 
has still failed to register it at all in the latest HFCC files as 
of 29 August. At those hours, something even below 6 MHz band would 
be much more effective: propagation 101. 


11860, Fri Aug 31 at *1400:43, Greenville cuts on carrier late 
vs. jamming already running, joining Radio Marti modulation at 
1401:15 but soon dumps off air; back on with carrier at *1402:07, 
and modulation stays from 1402:49, well atop jamming.

I'm sorry, but it is unavoidable to point out a factual error that is 
no minor detail: East German forces did not cross the border. They 
have been sent into the Erzgebirge mountains, close to the border, 
but they did not cross over. It appears that their involvement was 
planned, and so far it remains unclear why the decision had been made 
to do it without the NVA (perhaps simply because it would have looked 
too much like Wehrmacht returning), but still the fact remains.

clandestine station broadcasting from East Germany:

At Wikipedia someone would perhaps the sentence "transmitters 
were later identified as being in Wilsdruff, near Dresden, and 
Karl-Marx-Stadt" mark with a "by whom?": 


I have never seen any evidence for the Karl-Marx-Stadt claim, for 
any other frequency being used besides 1430 kHz from the retuned 
Wilsdruff transmitter (which continued to transmit Radio DDR 1 on 
1043 kHz with the 20 kW aux). It should also be emphasized that 
this was an established RBI frequency, just otherwise used from 
Berlin-K*penick, and that even Czech and/or Slovak programmes had 
been broadcast on this frequency under RBI ID before and after the 
"Vitava" special programming was produced. 


So the whole thing raises quite a number of questions: Using a 

known frequency and just another name was not a way to hide the 
origin of a broadcast, and there have also been hints that they 

did not really try to hide this origin, just putting it in a way of 
"worried Czechoslovak journalists are broadcasting", which of course 
was completely ridiculed by the unbelievable stammering (calling it 
"broken Czech" would be already too much). 


And when even staff numbers are being quoted the first, quite urgent 
question would be: Who had them on the payroll? 


At least one other detail is known for sure: From where the broadcasts 
originated. It was the old Block A building at Nalepastrafle, 
specifically Studio K4 which still exists in almost unaltered 
condition and is now used by

Israel's public broadcaster has broken a taboo on playing the music of 
anti-Semitic composer Richard Wagner, apologising on Sunday for what 
it called an "error". 


The drama occurred on Friday, when the Voice of Music, the classical 
music radio station for the Kan broadcasting corporation, played part 
of Wagner's Goetterdaemmerung (Twilight of the Gods) opera. 


Wagner, whose grandiose and nationalistic 19th-century literary and 
musical work is infused with anti-Semitism, misogyny and proto-Nazi 
ideas of racial purity, was Adolf Hitler's favourite composer. 


While there is no law in Israel banning the German composer's works 
from being played, orchestras and venues refrain from doing so 
because of the public outcry and disturbances accompanying past 
attempts. 


A spokeswoman for Kan stressed on Sunday that "the directives of the 
Israeli broadcasting corporation have remained as they were for years 
-- Wagner's music won't be played on Kan the Voice of Music." 


"This is out of an understanding of the pain such a broadcast would 
evoke among the Holocaust survivors in our audience," she said ina 
statement. 


"The (musical) editor erred in his artistic choice to play the piece, 
and it was a wrong public decision," she said. 


"We apologise to our listeners." 


Kan's Friday misfortunes, however, did not end with their editor's 
controversial choice. A "technical failure" during the 
Goetterdaemmerung broadcast caused some 40 seconds of unwanted 
silence, after which the rest of the piece was played. 


"It might have been the hand of fate," the spokeswoman said. 
"The issue is being examined, and we apologise for it too," she 
added, rejecting conspiracy theories of external intervention to 
silence Wagner. 


Jonathan Livny, an attorney and head of the Israel Wagner Society, 
"welcomed" the public radio Wagner broadcast. 


"We're not playing the composer's opinions, rather the wonderful 
music he created," said Livny, whose father was a Holocaust 
Survivor. 


"Whoever doesn't want to hear the music can always turn the radio 
off," he said.

From what I've seen among several hundred final results, there's a 
pretty good mix of rule 1 and rule 2, with just a handful of cases 
where they had to resort to rule 3. Offhand, I don't recall any 

cases (in this migration) where a station was allowed to carry their 
XE calls to FM (XEYY-FM), although a few do seem to use that as a 
slogan, especially if they had been on AM for a very long time. I'm 
not sure I recall any station having to pick a totally unrelated set 
of new call letters... though this DOES happen when they let their 
license lapse for even a little bit of time, or even when a station 
repurchases their old AM frequency at auction after moving to FM 
(this allegedly happened with XEMU-580, which is allegedly now XELRDA 
although they still seem to ID as XEMU). The new IFT seems to be VERY 
particular in enforcing the licensing process. 73 (Tim Hall, ibid.)

So a few more IFT-6 TV stations showed up that I didn't have in my 
emails to Doug Smith. (There were three more, bringing the total 
present to 14. We are missing 18 stations: XHICCH, XHMTCH, XHCOSL, 
XHRCSP, XHTSCO, the Telsusa 12, and XHFAMX.) One of them is XHRTNA 
Acaponeta-Tecuala Nay., which is literally between Acaponeta and 
Tecuala sharing a stick with XHLH-FM 98.1. 


While attempting to figure out whose radio stick it was, I tried 
XHETD-FM 92.5. Instead, I got XHETD-FM...97.3. I brushed it off as 
another error, but I decided to come back to it. Good thing I did. 


The IFT seems to have approved souping up XHETD, relocating it from 
92.5 to 97.3 and upping its power to 100,000 watts (HAAT 114.16 m, 
Class C1). This likely is to help this migrant shed its continuity 
obligation. The new XHETD relocates from that XHLH-FM site to a 
site labeled as Rosamoranda (actually the town is Rosamorada); the 
site is closer to the village of Pericos. The site would be around 
22003'11.8"N 105021'04.2"W. 


A view of the coverage shows Tepic is on the very fringe, which may 
indicate a rimshot attempt. The new coverage area runs from Tecuala 
in the north to the fringes of Tepic in the south. 


The move seems to have been in the works for a few years. In 2014, 

the concessionaire met with IFT Commissioner Adolfo Cuevas Teja to 

discuss moving its stick.

This is an interesting anomaly about how analog licensing was done in 
the US. In analog, although we thought of ERP in kW most frequently, 
the FCC actually licensed stations in dBk, which is number of dB above 
1 kW, and to the nearest tenth of a dB. So, to use a simple example, 

a UHF station at 1000 kW would be licensed for 30 dBk. In the case 

of high-VHF, it turns out that 316 kW is 25 dBk (or, to be exact, 
24.99687... dBk). The 100 kW low-VHF limit, not surprisingly, was 20 
dBk. Mexico probably did not license stations in that way, so it makes 
sense that they rounded to the neater-looking 325 kW. (O£ course, 

the difference turns out to be about 0.12 dB, so imperceptible as 

a general matter.) 


That also explains the somewhat odd power levels that you would 
see for UHF analog stations. Many stations would be licensed with 
power levels like 2950 kW or 3020 kW, but why never 3000 kW? Well, 
2950 kW is roughly 34.7 dBk, while 3020 is roughly 34.8 dBk. The 
FCC permitted UHF stations to operate as high as 37 dBk, which is 


actually not 5000 kW, but more like 5010 kW. 


The FCC no longer does this now that we're digital, which is how 
you can see values like 990 kW for WXLV even though 29.9 dBk would 
be 978 kW.

There are some questions worth asking around the country with some 
radio station concessions now listed as expired in the RPC (with no 
known reason yet). 


The stations are XENET, XHRCG, XHEAT, XHKD, XHSFT, XHHHI, XEDJ, 
XHZK, XHVS, XHEPB, XHI, XHEDL, and XHLI (Guerrero). 


Most of the stations fall into three buckets: RCG stations in Ciudad 
Acu0a, stations in Hidalgo del Parral (edit: XHEAT is Multimedios), 

or Radio S.A. stations (and we all know how many financial problems 

they've had). 


The others are XHZK, XHSFT, and two non-surprises on the AM 
band. Neither XENET or XEDJ had transmitted this decade. 


XENET (1320 AM in Mexico City) went down with Monitor on May 23, 
2008. After the Henkel family acquired XEINFO, it was the only 
station with Monitor programming. 


XEDJ (1450 AM in Magdalena de Kino, Sonora) "Radio Clave", most 
famous for once employing Luis Donaldo Colosio, had not transmitted 
since probably 2004. In Magdalena, the only radio station operating 
is XHLDC-FM 90.7, which in August 1997 adopted a special callsign 
honoring the town's most famous native. 


Also, not worth making its own post, Domi Bello de Tenorio's second 
station (Taxco, Guerrero) will take the air as XHSCAK-FM 107.9. 
Last edited by Raymie; 09-05-2018 at 12:57 PM (Raymie, ibid.) 


Larsa high-tails it from Mexicali: For a company with such dominance 
in Sonora, they can't seem to stay in other states.

It appears that XHBO is a 
class change 6 it's a Class A now.

It's been more than 15 years since the conflict in Sudan's western 
region of Darfur began, but there is no end in sight to the 
violence. The Sudanese government continues its attacks on local 
rebel groups, who accuse President Omar Al-Bashir's administration 
of oppressing non-Arab communities and Darfur's civilian population. 


But Khartoum's ongoing campaign of ethnic cleansing, mass killings and 
sexual violence is no longer in the international spotlight - there 

is a media blackout, by design. As Sudanese journalist Shammal Al-Nur 
explains, "Today, the government claims categorically that there's 

no longer a crisis in Darfur and they want to control what news sees 
the light from this conflict zone. Journalists are not allowed to 

go there and Sudanese reporters are prohibited from discussing the 
security situation. For the media in Sudan, the crisis in Darfur is 
the pivotal issue that our news outlets refrain from tackling." 


But for Darfuri, accurate, unbiased information on what's happening 
around them can mean the difference between life and death. Which 
is why one news outlet has become of critical importance - Radio 
Dabanga. 


Beaming into Sudan from 1000's of miles away in Amsterdam, Dabanga 
says that more than 3 million listeners tune into their programming 
on a daily basis. They rely on a significant network of citizen 
journalists and civilians on the ground in Darfur to produce their 
reports. 


[Radio] Dabanga has become the lungs with which Sudanese people 
breathe, reporting on issues that are fundamental to the survival 
of the population. 


Kamal Elsadig, Editor-in-Chief, Radio Dabanga 


Kamal Elsadig is the editor in chief of the station. In Dabanga's 
studio in Holland, he explains that "Dabanga has become the lungs 
with which Sudanese people breathe, reporting on issues that are 

fundamental to the survival of the population. For example, when 

the war was raging in Darfur, we were informing people where the 

fighting was taking place, so they had the information on how to 

get to safety". 


Eric Reeves is a Senior Fellow at Harvard University. He has 

been studying Sudan for more than 20 years and says that Dabanga 

is the most important news source when it comes to establishing 
what's happening on the ground in Darfur. "There is no human rights 
reporting presence so the extraordinary network of civilians on the 
ground speaking directly to Radio Dabanga in Amsterdam is the base 
on which we know a wide range of topics in Darfur". 


Hassan Berkia of the Sudanese Journalist Network ads that "while other 
media outlets in Sudan are censored, Dabanga's location in Amsterdam 
allows its journalists to report freely. The government, and its 

state media outlets, claim the Darfur crisis is over but Dabanga 

tells a different story. They report on the absence of security, the 
poor conditions in the camps, the number of victims. The government 
doesn't want that side of the crisis to come out". 


Despite the critically important role that Radio Dabanga has come to 
play for Sudanese audiences, the station now finds its future under 
threat. The station relies on funding from a consortium of EU states 
and NGOs. But European governments and the Sudanese authorities 

are now working together to fight terrorism and migration, which 

is having an effect on the station's funding - it's drying up. This 
could mean that Dabanga's days are numbered. 


The Listening Post's Johanna Hoes reports from Dabanga's studio in 
Amsterdam, on the radio station that sheds light on a region that 
the Sudanese government prefers to keep in the dark.

WASHINGTON -- Radio Free Europe/Radio Liberty (RFE/RL) is outraged at 
a Ukrainian court's approval of the prosecutor-generalis request for 
the cellphone data of an RFE/RL Ukrainian Service reporter spanning 

a period of 17 months, calling the ruling excessive and in flagrant 
violation of international standards. 


iThe courtis decision is inconsistent with Ukraineis own commitments 
to promote and protect a free press. It creates a chilling atmosphere 
for journalists and should be nullified,i said company spokesperson 
Joanna Levison. 


"That the request targets well over a year's worth of data belonging 
to a prominent Ukrainian investigative journalist raises deeply 
troubling questions about the real intent of those seeking the 
information," she said. 


The request, approved by a Ukrainian court on August 27, permits 
investigators to obtain information from mobile service providers 
about calls to and from RFE/RL journalist Natalia Sedletska, author 
and host of the acclaimed anti-corruption TV program Schemes: 
Corruption in Details. The information includes phone numbers; the 
date, time, duration and geolocation of calls; sent and received 


text messages and photos, and other data. 


The prosecutor-generalis office has said the information is part 

of a criminal investigation into the alleged disclosure of state 
secrets by Director of the National Anti-Corruption Bureau of Ukraine 
Artem Sytnyk during a meeting with journalists last year. Sedletska, 
along with other journalists, is a witness in the case. 


During the period covered by the request (July 2016 to November 2017), 
Schemes reported on several investigations involving senior Ukrainian 
officials, including the prosecutor-general, Yuriy Lutsenko. 


RFE/RL is preparing a complaint to the prosecutor-generalis office 
claiming the request exceeds legal limits and intrudes into the 
private life and protected information of a journalist. It will also 
appeal to the Supreme Justice Council that oversees the countryis 
courts that the court ruling does not correspond to the needs of

At the present time, the American shortwave station WINB is conducting 
a lengthy series of test transmissions in the digital DRM mode from 
its new transmitter at Red Lion in Pennsylvania. According to Hans 
Johnson, Frequency Manager for WINB, these test transmissions are 
beamed to Europe and to North Africa. 


The AWR international DX program iWavescani has been invited 

to participate in the WINB test transmissions and these special 
digital broadcasts are scheduled to be on the air during the month 
of September. Reception reports on the reception of these DRM 
broadcasts will be most welcome and they can be addressed to both 
WINB in Pennsylvania and to the AWR DX program iWavescani in Indiana. 


The schedule for the broadcasts of iWavescani over WINB indicates 
that this half hour DX program will be on the air twice each week, 
Monday and Friday, at 1630 UT on 15670 kHz. In addition, there will 
be another broadcast of iWavescani during the week in between the 
Monday and Friday, a Mystery Broadcast, on a day and at a time not 
announced in advance. 


All reception reports addressed to iWavescani will be verified with a 
specially endorsed QSL card, and reception reports of the unannounced 
in-between Mystery Broadcasts will be honored additionally with a 
souvenir from AWR in Indiana. Reception reports indicating reception 
in the digital DRM mode are preferred, though honest reception reports 
in the analog mode will also be appreciated. The analog reports will

About a decade or so ago, there was quite a WRTH feeding frenzy 

on ebay (radio gatherings with auctions had plenty of interest 

too but nothing like the excitement ebay could garner). Ancient 
editions of the WRTH (1950's and 1960's) were going for several 
hundreds of dollars apiece. More recent editions (1970's and 1980's) 
commanded some interest but nothing like the older editions. That 
frenzy seemed to slow down after the handful of major collectors 
got their hands on the editions that they needed/wanted to fill out 
their WRTH collections. I stopped adding to my WRTH collection so I 
have not kept up on recent handbook pricing trends (I added a CD to 
my collection that had copies of all editions of the WRTH). However, 
recent years at the Winter SWL Festival has seen little interest in 
WRTHs from the last two decades during the Saturday afternoon silent 
auction. I suppose that could simply represent that those radio 
enthusiasts attending have what they want in their WRTH collections 
already. Without many new radio interested folks entering the radio 
hobby, new WRTH collectors seem to be few and far between. 73,

The National Institute of Standards and Technology (NIST) has 
eliminated funding for the continued operation of time/frequency 
standard stations WWV and WWVH in its Fiscal Year 2019 budget. 


Tens of thousands of radio amateurs and other users of the shortwave 
spectrum rely on these stations as sources of accurate time and 
precise frequency measurement, as well as a wealth of propagation 
data. (WWVB, on 60 kHz, which provides time data for so-called 
"atomic clocks," would continue to be funded. ) 


Two petitions have been started on the White House's "We the People" 
petition site calling for restoration of funding for these two 
essential radio stations. Each needs at least 100,000 electronic 
signatures by mid-September to generate a response from the White 
House.

WHITE HOUSE 6 President Donald Trumpis administration wants to shut 
down U.S. government radio stations that announce official time, 
a service in operation since World War II. 


WWV and WWVB in the state of Colorado and WWVH on the island of 
Kauai in the mid-Pacific state of Hawaii, send out signals that 
allow millions of clocks and watches to be set either manually or 
automatically. 


WWVB continuously broadcasts digital time codes, using very long 
electromagnetic waves at a frequency of 60 kilohertz, which are 

automatically received by timekeeping devices in North America, 

keeping them accurate to a fraction of a second. 


iIf you shut down these stations, you turn off all those clocks,i 
said Don Sullivan, who managed the National Institute of Standards 
and Technology (NIST) stations between 1994 and 2005. 


The long-wave antenna for WWVB, which transmits a 60 kilohertz signal 
allowing clocks and watches to be automatically set to the correct 
time within a few hundredths of a second. [caption] 


GPS not good enough 


Some argue the terrestrial time signal have been rendered obsolete 
by the governmentis Global Positioning System, whose satellites 
also transmit time signals, but users disagree, noting GPS devices 
must have an unobstructed view of a number of satellites in space 
to properly function. 


iSixty kilohertz permeates in a way GPS canit,i Sullivan told VOA, 
explaining that WWVBis very low frequency signal can be received 
inside buildings and it is an important backup to GPS in case 
adversaries attempt to interfere with the satellite radio-navigation 
system. 


WWV and WWVH broadcast on a number of shortwave frequencies, meaning 
their signals can be received globally. 


The Trump administration proposes, in its Fiscal 2019 budget to 
Congress, cutting $26.6 million and 136 jobs from NISTis fundamental 
measurements, quantum science and measurement dissemination 
activities. 


The budget document acknowledges that in addition to synchronizing 
clocks and watches, the time signals are also used in appliances, 
cameras and irrigation controllers. 


iItis crazy,i Sullivan said of the proposed cut. iIltis absolutely 
insane.i 


NIST officials say they cannot comment on budget matters. The White 
House referred questions about NISTis funding to the Office of 
Management and Budget, which has not responded to an inquiry from 
VOA. 


Oldest continuously operating radio station 


WWV, the oldest continuously operating radio station in the United 
States, first went on the air from Washington in 1919, conducting 
propagation experiments and playing music. In the early years, it 
also transmitted 6 via Morse code 6 news reports prepared by the 


Agriculture Department. 


A cesium iatomic clocki at WWV in Colorado. One second is defined 
as the period of the transition between two energy levels of the 
ground state of the Cesium-133 atom, making cesium oscillators the 
primary standard for time and frequency measurements. [caption] 


The station subsequently was moved to Maryland and then to Colorado 
in 1966. WWV has been a frequency standard since 1922 and has 
disseminated official U.S. time since 1944. 


All of the NIST stations rely on extremely precise atomic clocks 
for the accuracy of their time signals. 


WwWV, at two minutes past every hour, also transmits a 440 hertz 
note (A above middle C), something it has done since 1936, allowing 
musicians to tune their pianos and other instruments. 


All three stations retain a huge following worldwide, according to 
Sullivan. 


WWV and WWVH broadcasts can also be heard by telephone and about 
2,000 calls are received daily, according to NIST. (To listen to the 
broadcasts by phone, dial +1-303-499-7111 for WWV and +1-808-335-4363 
for WWVH. ) 


The telephone time-of-day service also is used to synchronize clocks 
and watches, and for the calibration of stopwatches and timers 
(although slightly less accurate than radio reception). 


Tom Kelly, an amateur radio operator in the state of Oregon, has 
launched a petition to try to save the stations. His goal is to 
collect 100,000 online signatures from U.S. residents by September 
15 that would compel a response from the White House. 


Kellyis petition calls the stations ian instrumental part in the 
telecommunications field, ranging from broadcasting to scientific 
research and education,i noting their transmissions of marine storm 
warnings, GPS satellite health reports and specific information 
about solar activity and radio propagation conditions. 


Britain, China, Germany, Japan and Russia also have very low 
frequency time transmissions, but their stations are too distant to 
automatically set clocks in the United States. 


Among other proposed cuts for NIST are its environmental measurement 
projects measuring the impact of aerosols on pollution and climate 
change and gas reference materials used by industry to reduce costs 


of complying with regulations and the Urban Dome research grants 
for determining how to measure greenhouse gas emissions for cities 
and across regions.

The EU Commission is proposing to end the practice of adjusting 
clocks by an hour in spring and autumn after a survey found most 
Europeans opposed it. 


Commission President Jean-Claude Juncker said millions "believe that 
in future, summer time should be year-round, and that's what will 
happen". 


The Commission's proposal requires support from the 28 national 
governments and MEPs to become law. 


In the EU clocks switch between winter and summer under daylight 
saving [sic] time. 


A European Parliament resolution says it is "crucial to maintain a 
unified EU time regime". 


However, the Commission has not yet drafted details of the proposed 
change. 


In a consultation paper it said one option would be to let each 
member state decide whether to go for permanent summer or winter 
time. That would be "a sovereign decision of each member state", 
Commission spokesman Alexander Winterstein explained on Friday. 


He stressed that the proposal was "to no longer constrain member 


states into changing clocks twice per year". 


The UK is one of the 28 nations, but is due to leave the European 
Union in March 2019. Any change would be unlikely to happen before 
then. 


Mr Winterstein rejected a suggestion the proposal could cause 
particular difficulties in Ireland: "I don't see the link between our 
quest which is undiminished, to avoid a hard border on the island 

of Ireland, and our proposal, which will come in due course, to no 
longer constrain member states into changing clocks twice per year. 


"One pertains to the internal market once adopted, the other 
initiative is to ensure the Good Friday Agreement and other safeguards 
remain in place." 


The Commission warns that unco-ordinated time changes between member 
states would cause economic harm. 


In the public consultation, 84% of 4.6 million respondents called 
for ending the spring and autumn clock change. 


By far the biggest response was in Germany and Austria (3.79% and 
2.94% of the national population respectively). The UK's response 
was lowest - 0.02% - but few Italians took part, either (0.04%).

The European commission will recommend that EU member states abandon 
the practice of changing the clocks in spring and autumn, with many 


people in favour of staying on summer time throughout the year. 


Jean-Claude Juncker, the commissionis president, said a recent 
consultation had shown that more than 80% of EU citizens were in 
favour of the move. 


Modern tribes: the daylight saving bore [sidebar link] 


iWe carried out a survey, millions responded and believe that in 
future, summer time should be year-round, and thatis what will 
happen,i he told the German broadcaster ZDF. 


iI will recommend to the commission that, if you ask the citizens, 
then you have to do what the citizens say. We will decide on this 
today, and then it will be the turn of the member states and the 
European parliament.i 


Any change would need approval from national governments and the 
European parliament to become law. 


The proposed directive could fall foul of the Republic of Irelandis 
government, however, as it would open up the potential for the 
Republic to run on a different time to Northern Ireland for seven 
months of the year. Another potential outcome would be that mainland 
Britain and Northern Ireland would operate in different time zones 
after Brexit. 


Under current EU legislation, citizens in all 28 EU countries have 
been required to move their clocks an hour forward on the last 
Sunday in March and switch back to winter time on the final Sunday 
in October. 


The online poll suggested that more than 80% of Europeans were against 
the biannual ritual of changing the clocks, a practice used across 
most of Europe and North America. 


Proponents of daylight saving have said the longer evening daylight 
hours in the summer help save energy and bolster productivity. 


But opponents have argued that some people cannot easily adapt to the 
change and feel it has a short-term negative impact on their health. 


Finland, which has the most northerly EU national capital, has called 
for the bloc to drop the biannual switch, while Lithuania has urged 

a review of the system to take into account regional and geographical 
differences. 


iThe commission regularly receives feedback from citizens on 


the summertime issue, which often refer to what they perceive as 
negative health impacts of the disruptive time change relating to 
sleep deprivation and other kinds of negative consequences,i the 
commission said. 


iHowever, some also ask that the current system be maintained, 
as they believe it has positive effects.i 


AdiUs, siesta? Spain considers ending Franco's change to working 
hours [sidebar link] 


The commission said in the consultation it had two choices: to keep 
the current EU summertime arrangements, or to drop the biannual 
changes and allow individual member states to decide whether they 
wanted to adopt permanent summer or winter time, or a different time. 


Outside the EU, a handful of European countries have stopped switching 
between summer and winter time, including Russia, Turkey, Belarus 
and Iceland. 


Issues of clocks, hours and working days are much discussed in Spain, 
which has been stranded in the wrong time zone for decades. In 2013, 
a parliamentary commission recommended that Spain shift its clocks 
back one hour. 


Although the country used to be on the same time as the UK and 
Portugal, it has run an hour ahead since 1942, when Gen Francisco 
Franco moved it forward in solidarity with Hitleris Germany. The 
commission also suggested that the long Spanish working day fi 
including a two- or three-hour lunch break fA be altered to resemble 
the 9am to 5pm model. 


Spainis new socialist government signalled its support for the move 
on Friday afternoon. iMaybe Spain should be in a different time 
zone,i said the foreign minister, Josep Borrell. iFrankly, I donit 
know. Letis give the European parliament the chance to see whether 
it is capable of finding a common denominator among countries that 
are in such different geographic situations.i

The Commission said it received 4.6 million responses on the matter 
from all 28 Member States, the highest number of responses ever 


received in any public consultation. According to the preliminary 
results, 84 percent of respondents are in favor of putting an end 
to the time changes. 


While each of the EUis 28 member states can pick its time zone, 
switches from summertime to wintertime are centrally regulated, to 
avoid disruptions in the blocis single market. The Brussels-based 
commissionis regulatory proposal to scrap changes will be subject 
to approval by national governments and the European Parliament. 


Three quarters of the respondents in the commissionis survey said that 
changing the clock twice a year is a ivery negativei or inegativei 
experience, citing health impacts, an increase in road accidents or 
the lack of energy savings.

ANALOG CABLE LEAKAGE AND DTV REPACKING 


Neal, The interference to the cable signal from broadcast signals 
mainly occurs from the cable system picking up the over the airx 
signals on their cable runs. When there were over the air analog 
signals. The local broadcast towers are about 17 miles away and 

their towers can be seen, so there is a direct line of sight to their 
transmitters. The UHF signals were picked up by the cable system and 
there was "interference" on the channels that corresponded to analog 
16, 22 & 28. I believe channel 16 corresponded to channel 67 on the 
cable system (if I recall correctly). There was a distant broadcast 
channel carried on cable channel 67 that would get interference in 
certain areas of the cable system. Shielded coax will pick up over the 
air signals. Cable systems now only use coax to carry the signals into 
the homes or businesses. I believe the main "cables" that carry the 
Signals are now fiber optic. Older TV sets would pick up over the air 
signals mainly because they used 300 ohm twin lead from the antenna 
connections at the back of the set to the tuners. The 300 ohm lines 
inside the TV would receive the local broadcast signals. 


When the local channels changed over to digital, two of the UHF 
channels switched to channels 11 & 13. The cable system closest 
to those VHF transmitters had to move those stations to the same 
channels on the cable system to eliminate interference to other 
signals that were being carried on 11 & 13 (Bob Seaman Hazleton, 
PA, seamanrobert7@gmail.com WTFDA gg via DXLD) 


Modern CATV networks are constructed with a combination of fiber 
optics and coaxial cable. The coax is built with a solid aluminum 
shield to prevent signal ingress from, or egress to, the surrounding 
space. All devices (splices, amplifiers, couplers, etc.) are connected 


with connectors designed to prevent ingress/egress. This design 
ensures that the cable network does not pick up over-the-air signals. 


Of course leaks may occur for any number of reasons including 
wind-induced cracks, temperature-cycling cracks, and damage due to 
such factors as errant vehicles hitting utility poles and errant 
backhoes hitting underground cables. Cable TV operators continuously 
monitor their networks to detect and repair such leaks.

Well yes, assuming that the digital signal is, in fact, carried 

on the designated RF channel. But since the digital conversion, 
"channel number" is more of a trademark than an actual frequency 
designator. A station branding itself as "Channel 2" because it used 
to transmit its analog signal on channel 2 may actually transmit on 
a different RF channel. 


Example: KPRC-TV, Houston brands itself as "Click 2 Houston" but 
actually transmits on RF Channel 35.

This situation will become more important as a result of the FCC's 

recent "repack" effort designed to clear channels above 37 for 

"personal communications services" (i.e., cell phones). Under 

this plan all stations above 37 must move to channels below 37. In 

some cases two stations in the same market may share the same RF 

channel. But even in these cases each station can keep its old analog 

channel number as its trademark/brand.

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Tecsun S-8800 Review --- by 13dka 


Looking for a new toy again, I recently revisited the Tecsun S-8800, 
which looked like it could replace both my battered old Grundig 
Satellit and my Tecsun PL-660. Being in production for a few years 
now, and with the ibirdiesi situation ironed out long ago, the S-8800 
has gathered much acclaim by now but also a few somewhat contradicting 
reviews. For example, one review reports that the S-8800 can cope with 
larger antennas, another one states the exact opposite, one praises 
the MW performance, another one attests only average sensitivity, 

and only one mentioned an unpleasant detail Iim going to emphasize 

on ina bit. 


All reviews touted the improved SW performance in AM and SSB though, 
and that was reason enough to make my own experiences. Testing it 
turned out to be a bit of an emotional rollercoaster, though. 


I hope I can share more than only redundant bits of information 
about the radio, and Iill skip most of the general information you 
can read in most other reviews.

Supercharging the XHDATA D-808-- Full Construction Article 


The new XHDATA D-808 AM-LW-FM-SW-AIR portable has been a very 
pleasant surprise among radios introduced this year. With good stock 
sensitivity on the both the AM and FM bands, multiple DSP filtering 
choices and SSB capability, the radio is a tremendous value for 
those living outside of North America (at around $70). 


Because the Chinese-made model has obviously been "inspired" 

(to use a generous term) by the C.Crane Skywave SSB model (which 
was manufactured at the nearby Redsun factories in China), direct 
shipments of the D-808 from China to North American purchasers seem 
to have been forbidden by XHDAT.A, though. This is apparently to 
avoid a copyright lawsuit from C.Crane, whose Skywave SSB circuitry 
is quite closely duplicated in the D-808. A single eBay seller has 
devised a way to skirt around this restriction by shipping to North 
America through Israel, though-- ending up with a booming business 
by selling 62 models to the USA and Canada at the marked up price 
of $112.87 + $10 shipping. 


Despite its murky design pedigree, though, there is no doubt about 
the radio's excellent potential. It is controlled by the SiLabs 
$i4735 DSP chip, offering multiple DSP selectivity choices along 
with the SSB capability. If you have purchased the D-808 and are 
satisfied with its stock performance, that's wonderful. But if 

you would like to transform it into something like a dream travel 
portable, why not consider installation of a 7.5 inch Medium Wave 
or Longwave loopstick? Both of those models have been built here, 
and they are real thrillers. The 7.5" Medium Wave loopstick D-808 
model was taken to the Rockwork ocean cliff in Oregon state recently, 
where it received the following signal from 1017-A3Z in Tonga (10 
kW at 5,632 miles/ 9,064 km) all by itself at 1301 UTC on August 
8th. It is even picks up the 5 kW Australian horse racing station 
2KY (in Sydney) as a weak co-channel in the middle of the recording 
https: //dreamcrafts.box.com/s/tp3i89vky6p7hbylgkk1bp4pa5nvnuku 


For those who would like to construct one of these 7.5" 

loopstick D-808 models, a full construction article is being 

prepared.

It was after this early, very low price was yanked that we started 
seeing ridiculous offers on the D-808 ("just $75.00 + $500.00 
shipping", etc.), until the situation settled down to the current 
$112.87 + $10.00 shipping to the USA.

Hi Guy, Thanks for your comments on the article, which are greatly 
appreciated (especially with only the first 5 pages completed!). And 
yes, although this initial posting does include some background 
information on the D-808 and the construction project, it was mainly 
sent out so that interested DXers could order the construction 

parts in advance, and have them ready to go when the full article 

is wrapped up in about a week. 


Yes, I do recall your excellent initial review of the D-808 portable 
on the SWLing.com website back around January, which was around 

the time that the first D-808 models were showing up in Japan, 

and elsewhere. I attempted to order a D-808 from Aliexpress.com at 
that time, but was told that they didn't ship to the USA or Canada 
(although they did ship to Mexico, with the bargain $70 price-- 
which is apparently still the case). 


Lacking any friends in Mexico I made arrangements with long-term 
Ultralight fanatic Hiroyuki Okamura in Yokosuka, Japan, who shipped 
me a stock D-808 in exchange for a hot-rodded Skywave SSB model 

(an indication of my desperation to get my hands on a D-808). Of 
course immediately after that a new eBay seller showed up shipping 
the D-808 to the USA and Canada at the somewhat inflated price of 
$112.87 plus $10 shipping -- who must now be nearing early retirement 
after selling 62 models in 5 months. 


As far as I know, Guy, the very early D-808 supply route that you 
took advantage of closed down immediately, as XHDATA apparently 
never intended to sell the model openly in North America. You should 
consider yourself extremely lucky :-)

Whois Got the Biggest, Meanest AM Flamethrower?

In the May 9 issue of Radio World, I reported on a recent power 
upgrade at TWRis Bonaire AM facility that brought that station close 
to the half-megawatt level (440 kW), allowing the station to make 
the claim that it is the most powerful medium-wave (MW) operation in 
the Western Hemisphere.

Highlights of Solar and Geomagnetic Activity 27 August-2 September 2018 


Solar activity was at very low levels. Both Regions 2719 (S07, L=131 
class/area Cro/040 on 23 Aug) and 2720 (N08, L=136 class/area 
Dao/100 on 25 Aug) quietly rotated off the disk on 29 Aug as areas 
of plage. Region 2720 resided on the disk as a low latitude, reverse 
polarity group. No Earth-directed CMEs were observed. 


No proton events were observed at geosynchronous orbit. 


The greater than 2 MeV electron flux at geosynchronous orbit was at 


very high levels on 28-29 Aug and at high levels on 27 Aug, 30-31 
Aug and 01-02 Sep). A peak flux of 97,630 pfu was observed at 
28/2145 UTC. 


Geomagnetic field activity ranged from unsettled to G1 (Minor) and 
G2 (Moderate) storm levels on 27 Aug followed by unsettled to active 
levels on 28 Aug. Quiet levels persisted on 29 Aug - 02 Sep. The 
period began under the continued, but waning, effects from the 19 
and 20 Aug CMEs. This was coupled with influence from a positive 
polarity CH HSS. Solar wind speeds began the period near 550 km/s 
and gradually increased to a peak speed of 666 km/s observed at 
17/1730 UTC. Total IMF reached 7 nT at 27/1607 UTC while the Bz 
component reached a maximum southward extent of -6 nT at 27/1627 
UTC. 


By midday on 28 Aug, field activity declined to quiet levels and 
remained so through the end of the summary period. The IMF was at 
nominal levels while solar wind speed gradually decreased to near 
340 km/s by the end of the period. 


Forecast of Solar and Geomagnetic Activity 03 - 29 September 2018 


Solar activity is expected to be at very low levels through the 
outlook period. A slight chance for low levels is possible from 
05-24 Sep with the return of old Regions 2718 (S07, L=191), 2719 
(S07, L=131) and 2720 (NO8, L=136). 


No proton events are expected at geosynchronous orbit. 


The greater than 2 MeV electron flux at geosynchronous orbit is 
expected to be at high levels on 03-04 Sep, 13-20 Sep and 23-26 Sep 
due to recurrent CH HSS influence. Normal to moderate levels are 
expected on 05-12 Sep, 21-22 Sep and 27-29 Sep. 


Geomagnetic field activity is expected to be at unsettled levels on 
03 Sep due to effects from a SSBC. Unsettled to active levels are 
anticipated on 07-09 Sep, 11-17 Sep and 22-23 Sep with G1 (Minor) 
geomagnetic storm levels possible on 11 Sep, all due to CH HSS 
activity.
